PUPILS at two primary schools in the 
Crewkerne area are reaping the benefits of 
grants totalling almost £40,000. 

The Crewkerne and Misterton Federation consists 
of Ashlands Church of England First School and Mis¬ 
terton Church of England First School. 

Both schools have been able to transform outdoor 
areas thanks to grants from Sport England’s Primary 
Spaces Fund. 

School business manager Lisa Carter explained: 
“The Crewkerne and Misterton Federation is thrilled 
to have been awarded £17,400 for Ashlands Church 
of England First School and £18,500 to Misterton 
Church of England First School. 

“The Fund is investing £18 milli on of National Lot¬ 
tery funding into just 600 primary schools across the 
country to provide better equipment and outdoor fa¬ 
cilities.” 

The federation acted quickly and has already trans¬ 
formed outdoor spaces at both schools as a result of 
the grants. 

Lisa added: “The investments have been used to fur¬ 
ther transform the schools’ outdoor spaces, creating 


vibrant multi-activity games areas including traverse 
climbing walls that can be used both within the cur¬ 
riculum and outside school hours by local commu¬ 
nities. 

Positive experience 

“These specialist play areas have been designed to 
give children the space to start enjoying PE and sport, 
giving young people that crucial positive early expe¬ 
rience of getting active and staying healthy.” 

Carol Wills, who is the headteacher of both schools, 
said: “The grants have made a huge difference to 
both schools.” 

Pointing to the colourful and well-equipped out¬ 
door space at the Misterton school, she said: “It was 
just black tarmac and all we had was a basketball 
hoop, really. 

“But this gives pupils more opportunities to enjoy 
play time.”

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SpeedWatch volunteer teams report over 700 motorists 


SEVERAL hundred motorists have been reported for 
speeding after a week of action by South Somerset’s 
volunteer Community SpeedWatch (CSW) teams, 
closely supported by the local police. 

Twenty CSW teams carried out a total of 76 hour- 
long roadside watches between April 7th and 12th, 
during which they monitored almost 22,000 vehicles 
and reported 714 for speeding. 


Police officers directly supported almost 60 per cent 
of the sessions, dealing with 79 speeding motorists at 
the roadside. 

Additionally, the camera vans and motorcycles of 
Speed Enforcement Units gave both direct support at 
CSW operating sites as well as conducting speed 
monitoring and reporting duties from their own es¬ 
tablished sites. .

On Thursday and Friday, April 9th and 10th, Som¬ 
erset Road Safety staff supported the initiative by 
giving advice to the public at a number of supermar¬ 
kets in the area, particularly with regard to setting up 
a CSW scheme. 

Stuart Hunter, chairman of South Somerset CSW 
group, said: “Our week of action in getting the ‘Don’t 
Speed’ message across exceeded all expectations, 
both in the number of sessions we were able to con¬ 
duct and in the amount of direct support given by the 
police. 

“We are certain that our message reached a high 
number of members of the motoring public who we 
hope will respect posted speed limits wherever they 
drive.”

Tim Coombe, added: “The week of action was a huge 
success with over 70 Community SpeedWatch checks 
completed across the area with many supported by 
local beat managers, Road Policing Officers and 
members of the Speed Enforcement Unit. 

“We have achieved our primary aim to highlight 
and support the great work that residents do to reduce 
speed in their own neighbourhoods, further driving 
down the speeds of errant motorists and making their 
communities safer. 

“The fact that enforcement teams were embedded 
with members of the community will mean that for 
some motorists expecting warning letters about then- 
speed, they will in fact be receiving an option to at¬ 
tend an education session, pay a penalty notice or, for 
a few, have a trip to court.” 


Citizens’ Advice Bureau launches new phoneline 


SOUTH Somerset Citizens' Advice Bureau has 
joined up with other branches in across the 
county to deliver a new telephone advice service. 

Clients needing to contact the bureau for assis¬ 
tance should now call 03444 88 9623. Calls to this 
number will cost the same as a landline call. 

South Somerset Citizens' Advice Bureau has 
joined forces with other local branches to im¬ 
prove the delivery of telephone services through 
a system called Adviceline'developed nationally 
by Citizens' Advice and tried and tested in other 
areas. 

When a resident from South Somerset dials the 
number, their local dialling code will be identified 
and, in the first instance, their call will be routed 
to South Somerset Citizens' Advice Bureau. If 
there is no one available in South Somerset, the 
call will go to another bureau in Somerset. 

Already, the client has a better chance of get¬ 
ting their call answered. If, however, all advisers 
in Somerset are occupied, the call will be diverted 
to a Citizens' Advice contact centre where trained 
staff can deal with their query. 


Georgina Burton, chief executive of South Som¬ 
erset Citizens' Advice Bureau said: "We know 
from MORI research, that many people want to be 
able to access our service by telephone. Advice¬ 
line will help more clients get the advice they 
need in the way that they want. 

"All Adviceline staff are fully trained and if an 
issue is not complex, they can provide informa¬ 
tion to anyone, no matter where they are. 

"If a client needs more detailed advice, Advice¬ 
line has an inbuilt ‘work queue' process that 
means people can be quickly referred to their 
local bureau for follow up advice. 

"Many other CAB services across the UK have 
already adopted this collective approach to 
meeting telephone demand with a great deal of 
success." 

Any residents who are deaf or hard of hearing 
can call 03444 111 445 to access a dedicated text 
relay service. Calls will cost the same as from 
landlines and the caller will be able to use their 
text phone.

Chard student meets Labour leader 


A POLITICIAN for the future from Chard has 
met Labour leader Ed Miliband during the Gen¬ 
eral Election campaign. 

Callum Mooney, 17, is currently regional sec¬ 
retary for Youth Parliament but has his sights set 
much higher for the future and would, in com¬ 
mon with Mr Miliband, relish a life at Number 
10 as Prime Minister. 

The Chard teenager, who is a student at 
Richard Huish College in Taunton, spoke to 
Mr Miliband about his own campaign 'Inspiring 
and Ensuring the Youth Voice is Heard' and 
discussed having a future meeting with him 
about how his campaign could be rolled out 
nationally. 

Callum said: "We discussed how it's vital that 
young people have a basic knowledge of the po¬ 
litical system and how my campaign links with 
the Labour manifesto point of Votes at 16." 

The former Holyrood Academy student's cam¬ 
paign is aimed at trying to get young people in¬ 
volved in the political system so that they can 
get their views heard. 

He said: "There are many things that affect 
young people massively, such as transport, but 
they don't really have a say in it. I want to be 
that liaison figure, putting forward what they 
want to happen to key decision makers.

I want to be a politician in the future and I would 
like to be Prime Minister one day." 

Callum got the chance to meet Mr Miliband 
through Clare Moody MEP who gave him a 
ticket for Mr Miliband's speech at the National 
Composite Centre in Kings wood, Bristol. 

Callum continued: "I have been invited, after 
the General Election, to have a follow up meet¬ 
ing with Ed and the Education Minister - who¬ 


ever that will be if Labour win the election - 
about how we can implement politics into sec¬ 
ondary school education nationwide." 

Last month Callum took part in running Som¬ 
erset County Council Children's Youth Parlia¬ 
ment Day. 

Alongside MPs, teachers and key local busi¬ 
ness figures at Shire Hall, in Taunton, Callum 
helped to lead the day and encouraged children 
to learn about the world of work and youth 
voice. 

He was encouraged to apply to Youth 
Parliament by his Government and Politics 
teacher Bob Waterhouse at Huish. He will also 
be attending a regional UKYP residential to 
work alongside his counterparts across the 
region to develop the national campaign and 
forward plan.

Images from Life and Music 

Artist Nicholas Eastwood discusses his 
upcoming exhibition at the Beehive, Honiton 

“The works (approximately 65) 
in this Exhibition (painting, 
drawing, collage and ceramics) 
are derived from two main 
sources: music - both classical 
and flamenco - and secondly 
from experiences and places 
abroad, while on academic lec¬ 
ture exchanges over a fifteen 
year period for the University 
of Exeter to Europe and as an 
art student in Paris in the 60s. 

The majority of this Exhibition 
will be on show in October of 
this year at the Wolfson College 
Gallery, Oxford University. 

“In many respects my works 
are a diary, recording the Past, 
not necessarily major events 
but ones that I wanted to re¬ 
member, ones important to me 
at that time. Now, most, if not 
all my work, is connected in 
some way with countries over¬ 
seas, and distant horizons, al¬ 
though I do see myself as a 
very British painter. 

“I shall always be indebted to two of my dear friends and colleagues: Raymond Cal- 
craft, Former Head of Hispanic Studies at the University of Exeter and Conductor of 
the Royal Philharmonic Orchestra (RPO) Ensemble for making me seriously aware of 
Classical Music - the music of Joaquin Rodrigo in particular. My other great classical 
mentor, the late Dr Ulrike Schwartz, artist in his own right and Conductor of the Geor¬ 
gian Youth Orchestra. Under their guidance I have found an unlimited vocabulary of 
shapes and moods, listening to other orchestras’ interpretation and attending RPO’s re¬ 
hearsals etc. This culminated in my displaying 22 large works above the stage of the 
Royal Festival Hall with the Royal Philharmonic Orchestra, the Exeter Philharmonic 
Choir for the Rodrigo Centenary Concert in 2002. The Contessa de Aranjuez, Cecilia 
Rodrigo, the daughter of the Composer, has since become over the years a great friend 
and has always supported my work. She in fact awarded me the Schott Medal in Madrid 
in February 2013. 

“After being introduced to Pepe Romero by Raymond Calcraft in 1995 (both lifelong 
friends of Rodrigo) and hearing him play Flamenco, I immediately wanted to learn 
more of this fascinating and ancient tradition in music. This eventually led me to 
Malaga. The paintings and collage in this Exhibition will include a selection from a 
new Series Images from Malaga 2012-14, and are simply painted from informal fla¬ 
menco evening concerts, including dance, at the Kelipe Academy in Malaga. I have 
since worked with many Spanish guitarists who have explained and taught me various 
forms of flamenco music specially the influence of Arabic and North Africa music on 
that of Southern Spain. To give a background there is a small selection of personal 
photographs of guitarists with whom I have worked or who have influenced my work. 
I only now have come to realise the real wonder of what a single instrument can achieve 
- not only as a solo - but also in concerts with an orchestra. The interpretations and 
variations are endless.” Nicholas Eastwood.

Where previously Bella has adapted 
and explored traditional ballads and fables to tell her con¬ 
temporary folk tales, the stories that inspired these songs 
are her own experiences: good and bad, happy or sad.

A RATHER extraordinary coinci¬ 
dence is provoking a joyous musi¬ 
cal celebration in Colyton on May 
3rd. It has emerged that three emi¬ 
nent musicians, all with close ties 
to Colyton, will be marking special 
birthdays. The composer and con¬ 
ductor William Llewellyn will be

Most importantly he has taken endless pains to encourage the junior choir 
members, organising concerts for them to give and courses to attend, and ferry¬ 
ing them here there and everywhere. With all this he is himself a fine performer 
on the flute and piano, giving frequent recitals on both. - it is hard to imagine a 
greater musical contribution to a town. 

In order to celebrate, the pianist Simon Watterton will be giving a recital at St 
Andrew’s Church. Simon has visited Colyton on many previous occasions and 
never fails to thrill audiences with his playing - always sensitive, frequently vir- 
tuosic, and with a patent love for the music always taking precedence.

Counting the cost 

It’s a good idea to have a frank discussion about finances 
before your teenager even applies for a provisional licence. 
Discuss the extent to which you’ll be able to help pay for 
lessons and how much he or she should plan on contribut¬ 
ing. 

Learning to drive is a costly business, and it’s important 
to have a realistic idea of the sums involved beforehand. 
Otherwise you can get into a situation where the teenager 
is making progress but has to take a break from lessons be¬ 
cause of cash-flow problems. 

How many lessons your child needs will depend on nat¬ 
ural aptitude and whether or not there’s the opportunity to 
practise. But it’s a good idea to budget for between 35 and 
50 hours, meaning a total tuition bill of between £1000 and 
£1400. The provisional licence costs £34 online, a theory 
test costs £25, and the practical test costs £62. 

Choosing the right instructor 

The first step in the process is to check that any potential 
instructor is a fully qualified Approved Driving Instructor 
(ADI). They can be identified by the green octagonal badge 
on their windscreen. A pink badge means the instructor is 
still a trainee. Then ask your friends and family members 


for personal recommendations, and follow up with addi¬ 
tional research. 

Call potential instructors for a chat to get a feel for them 
and their approach. And get your teenager to talk to them 
as well. If the instructor is someone they feel they can get 
on with, that’s really going to help the learning process. 

The need to practise 

It’s always a good idea for learners to practise between 
lessons if possible as it gives them the opportunity to con¬ 
solidate what they’ve been taught. Clocking up more hours 
at the wheel will also increase their confidence and expose 
them to a greater range of driving conditions. However, the 
prospect of sitting beside a learner-driver child can seriously 
unnerve some parents. If you feel like this, then there’s no 
point in forcing yourself to take your teen out for practice 
drives as it will just be upsetting for both of you. 

Anyone supervising a learner driver needs to be over 21 
and to have held a driving licence for the type of car they’ll 
be using (manual or automatic) for at least three years. 

You’ll also need to sort out suitable insurance. If your 
teenager is learning to drive in the family car then contact 
your insurance company and arrange to have them put on 
as a named driver. L-plates (L or D plates in Wales) will 
need to be displayed at the front and rear of the vehicle 
when they’re at the wheel. 

When it comes to deciding which aspect of their driving 


they should be practising, it’s best to liaise with the driving 
instructor, who will know what they need to work on. Of 
course, it’s important for parents to realise that the driving 
test has changed a lot in the last 20 years, and that driving 
instructors will be teaching the skills in the most up-to-date 
way. 

Test time... 

Exams are nerve-racking at the best of times, but driving 
tests can feel particularly harrowing. So be supportive, as 
teenagers will not only be afraid of letting you down, they 
will also feel under pressure from friends. A reputable driv¬ 
ing instructor won’t put students forward for the test unless 
they’ve reached the correct standard. 

A lifetime of safe driving 

It pays to book additional training after the test, particu¬ 
larly so that your son or daughter can become familiar with 
safe, confident motorway driving. You will need to let youi 
insurer know about the move from provisional to full li¬ 
cence status. Adding an 18-year-old to your policy is likely 
to cost several hundred pounds, but there are discounts if 
you agree to use some sort of telematics device that moni¬ 
tors and records how he or she drives.

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Mercedes-Benz Concept GLC Coupe 


IN A flowing transition, Mercedes-Benz lands 
the next coupe: the Concept GLC Coupe is a 
near-production-standard study that carries the 
successful GLE Coupe formula over into a more 
compact segment. The dynamically expressive 
show car combines typical stylistic features of a 
coupe with the sensually pure design idiom of 
coming SUV generations. This emotively ap¬ 
pealing fusion is further enriched with details 
that are strong in character. A twin-blade radiator 
grille, powerdomes on the bonnet and a four- 
pipe exhaust system form an aesthetic contrast 
to the harmonious, almost organic main body 
section. On the other hand, elements from the 
rugged off-road world, such as enormous 21- 
inch tyres, front and rear underbody protection, 
increased ground clearance and side running 
boards, are indicative of the off-road perform¬ 
ance potential of the Concept GLC Coupe. 

Gorden Wagener, Head of Design at Daimler 
AG, puts it in a nutshell: "With its modem and 
sensual design idiom, the Concept GLC Coupe 
gives a foretaste of future SUV models from 
Mercedes-Benz. At the same time, it embraces 
the typical values of tradition-steeped Mercedes- 
Benz coupes." 

The same successful blend of the multifunc¬ 
tional SUV and the emotively appealing coupe 
world of Mercedes-Benz that was so enthusias¬ 
tically welcomed with the GLE Coupe is now 
repeated with the Concept GLC Coupe. How¬ 
ever, the near-production-standard show car in¬ 
habits a more compact segment, as 
demonstrated by the external length of 4.73-me¬ 
tres and the 2.83-metre wheelbase. These two 
dimensions, together with the striking and mus¬ 
cular main body section, elongated greenhouse 
and large 21-inch wheels, provide an ideal basis 
for the typical, almost dramatic proportions of 
the sportily youthful coupe generation with the 
characteristic off-road touch. 

Distinctive front end, sculptural headlamp 
design 

At the front, a short, crisp overhang with up¬ 
right radiator grille and twin-blade louvre - 
characteristic of sporty Mercedes-Benz models 
- gives a first indication of the sporty philosophy 
behind the Concept GLC Coupe. The credo 
"Bom to race on every ground" is confirmed by 
the powerdomes on the bonnet, the sweeping 
lines of the A-wing below the radiator grille, the 
large side air intakes and the visually dominant 
underbody protection. Like all the trim elements 
on the concept vehicle, this typical SUV feature 
radiates in silver shadow to form an attractive 
counterpoint to the solar-beam paintwork and 


the all-round claddings in matt gun metal magno 
paintwork. 

Reminiscent of light sculptures, striking LED 
headlamps decisively shape the expressive face 
of the Concept GLC Coupe. All functions are 
united in one housing: for illumination, the day¬ 
time mnning lamps and turn indicators use the 
upper strip inserts, dubbed "eyebrows" by the 
designers. Below them are three rotating lenses, 
which appear to positively float in the deep, 
three-dimensional space and which adapt to the 
situation to optimally illuminate the road or ter¬ 
rain. Of course, the headlamps are non-dazzling 
for oncoming traffic in lower beam, upper beam, 
cornering light or active light mode. This is 
achieved by blanking out the light cone in the 
area of oncoming vehicles. 

Side profile with low-slung coupe green¬ 
house and large SUV wheels 

The perfection with which the intrinsically 
contrary design worlds of the coupe and the 
SUV have been brought into harmony with each 
other is revealed in particular by a side view of 
the just under 1.60-metre-high Concept GLC 
Coupe with the typical, elongated roof line of a 
sports coupe. Like the integrated roof rails and 
fully recessed door handles, the squat green¬ 
house with its frameless side windows blends 
perfectly into the vehicle's flanks to additionally 
underscore the coupe-like character. The inter¬ 
play with the high beltline, wide shoulders and 
accentuated wheel lips gives rise to extreme pro¬ 
portions that lend the Concept GLC Coupe a 
thrilling dynamism. This highly charged inter¬ 


action is given extra emphasis by the drawn-in 
waist between the dropping line and the lower, 
rearwards ascending light-catching contour. 

A clear indication of the more prominent SUV 
genes is given by sill extensions reminiscent of 
the side running boards on a classic SUV. Flush 
with the outside edge of the body, wide 21-inch 
wheels with large, heavily profiled tyres com¬ 
bine with the relatively high ground clearance to 
endorse the sportily dynamic off-road ambitions 
of the Concept GLC Coupe. 

Rear end with distinct coupe heritage 

The rear view of the precisely two-metre-wide 
Concept GLC Coupe in particular reveals the 
wide, muscular shoulders with harmoniously 
modelled wheel arches that house 53.3 cm (21- 
inch) wheels with 285/45 R 21 wide-base tyres. 
The four polished stainless-steel tailpipes of the 
exhaust system provide a visual highlight. 
Mounted in pairs above an A-wing similar to the 
one at the front and featuring characteristic un¬ 
derbody protection, the tailpipes underscore the 
sporty look of the coupe. 

Overall, it is the styling of the rear end that 
most clearly accentuates the coupe genes of the 
concept vehicle. Narrow, split tail lights, cen¬ 
trally positioned brand star and a sharp spoiler 
lip emphasise a design line that made its debut 
with the S-Class Coupe and which all Mercedes- 
Benz coupe models have since followed. Relo¬ 
cated to the lower section of the bumper, the 
number plate as well as the typical form of the 
rear window with its rounded upper area are 
among the further stylistic features.
